A. Pur pose.

This directive transmts to field personnel the above-referenced
separate but identical standards for general industry (81910.1201),
shi pyards (81915.100), marine termnals (81917.29), |ongshoring
81918. 100), and construction (81926. 60).

This Program Directive is an internal guideline, not a statutory or
regulatory rule, and is intended to provide instructions to VOSH
personnel regarding internal operation of the Virginia Occupational
Safety and Health Programand is solely for the benefit of the
program This docunent is not subject to the Virginia Register Act or
the Adm nistrative Process Act; it does not have general application
and is not being enforced as having the force of |aw

B. Scope.

This directive applies to all VOSH personnel, and specifically to
Occupati onal Heal th Enforcenent and Consultation Services personnel.

C. Acti on.
The Deputy Comm ssioner, directors and supervisors shall assure that
field personnel and enpl oyers understand and conply with the
provi si ons of these standards.

F. Backgr ound.

I n Novenber 1988, six Kansas City, Mssouri firenmen were killed when

t he arson-caused fire which they were fighting caused the viol ent

expl osion of an unmarked truck-trailer parked at a hi ghway
construction site. Because the trailer's hazardous naterials placards
had been renoved, the firefighters were unaware of the danger it

posed. On Novenber 17, 1990, as a direct result of this accident,
Congress enacted the Hazardous Materials Transportation Uniform Safety
Act of 1990 (HMIUSA), Public Law 101-615.



HMIUSA mandated that the Secretaries of Labor, Transportation and the
Treasury cooperate with each other to ensure that placards and | abel s
requi red on hazardous materials and expl osives, both in transportation
and at stationary facilities, be retained until such materials have
been renoved to the extent that they no | onger pose a safety risk.

In response to the congressional mandate, OSHA i ssued a proposed rule
to address HMIUSA requirements on Septenber 10, 1993.

Summary.

I n accordance with regul ati ons issued under the federal Hazardous

Mat erials Transportation Act of 1990 (HMIUSA), the new and revised
standards require enployers who receive hazardous materials to retain
Department of Transportation (DOT) |abeling on packages, freight
containers, notor vehicles, rail freight cars, or transport vehicles
whi ch contain hazardous materials. Such markings, placards and | abels
general ly nust be retai ned on packages until the packaging is
sufficiently cleaned of residue and purged of vapors to renpbve any
potential hazards. Additionally, the markings, placards and | abels
nmust be retained on transport vehicles, freight containers, notor
vehicles or rail freight cars until hazardous material which requires
the marking or placarding is renoved fromthe vehicles.
